THE ANNUAL MEETING. 


The tent at the rear of the Old Mission Home was bright, on 
Saturday, April 25, 1914, with happy faces, ship’s pennants, trail- 
ing vines and gay hibiscus. The unique, the beautiful feature of 
the meeting was the intermingling of the ages. Four generations 
of Mission Children, all Cousins, with silver crown or frost-tipped 
locks of brown, with raven tresses and curls of gold, sat side by side, 
the faces of the older ones aglow with memory, the strong men and 
women earnest with the question of building for the future, and the 
little ones glad because this was a new phase of beautiful life, and 
they were part of it all. 

President Atherton called for the singing of ‘‘Blest be the tie 
that binds’’, and the song was followed by an earnest prayer by 
Rev. A. V. Soares. The minutes of the Board of Managers was 
read and acted upon. The nominating committee brought in the 
names of officers—G. R. Carter for president, Miss Agnes Judd for 
vice-president, Mrs. R. W. Andrews for secretary and L. A. Dickey 
for treasurer. Dr. N. B. Emerson moved that if there was no dis- 
senting voice the Secretary cast the ballot for these officers. This 
was done. 

$250 of appropriation from the Mission Fund was recommended 
and passed as follows: $100 to Mrs. Fanny Andrews Shepard’s 
work at Aintab, Turkey; $75 to Maunaolu Seminary for Isabella 
Hulu, $35 to Hilo Boarding School for a Work Scholarship, and 
$40 to Mr. Delaporte at Nauru. 

It was also recommended by the Board of Managers, whose 
report was adopted, that, because of the present financial conditions, 
a radical cut be made in the Annual Report for this year; 500 cop- 
ies only to be printed and parts of the reading matter omitted. 

The annual reports of the secretary, treasurer and trustees were 
severally made and accepted, and the collection was taken, which 
amounted to $50. 

Rev. O. H. Gulick reported progress on his History, telling of the 
many pages of type-written extracts they had secured in Boston 
and the difficulty and discouragements encountered in putting 
them together in readable form. 

At the Roll-Call which followed there were present 8 Bingham 
descendants, 7 Thurstons, 1 Whitney, 2 Bishops, 4 Chamberlains, 1 
Andrews, 3 Clarks, 1 Green, 3 Gulicks, 21 Judds, 2 Baldwins, 4 
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Alexanders, 2 Emersons, 4 Forbes’, 3 Hitchcocks, 1 Lyons, 1 Rogers, 
1 Parker, 2 L. Smiths, 8 Halls, 3 Castles, 13 Cookes, 4 Johnsons, 2 
Bonds, 4 Rices, 1 Rowell, and 6 J. W. Smiths. 

The Judds were in the lead this year, with 21 descendants pres- 
ent. Two years ago the Alexanders led with 12 at the roll-call. 
Last year the Cookes were away ahead with 28. 

After the Roll-Call, the afternoon was taken up with an animated 
discussion regarding the restoration of the Chamberlain House. 

The President, in his usual felicitous manner, introduced the 
trustees, C. H. Cooke, A. B. Clark and G. R. Carter, as the speakers, 
and each set forth, in most eloquent words, one of the three follow- 
ing propositions: 

1. Restoration along the line on which it was built; 

2. Preserving the outside while fitting the inside for present 

needs. 

3. Tearing down the old and making a new Memorial Building. 

Each speaker hung up his blue prints and so convincingly pre- 
sented his plan that those present felt that the subject was too im- 
portant to be decided off-hand, including, as it did, the matter of 
preserving old associations, and combining with it utility for pres- 
ent and future generations. All agreed that the building should 
be made fire-proof. 

The matter was finally referred to the committee of Trustees 
and Board of Managers, augmented by three men and three women, 
which committee shall report to the Society later. After this spir- 
ited discussion the meeting closed with the singing of ‘‘From Green- 
land’s icy mountains,’’ led by Mrs. A. H. B. Judd. 


THE SECRETAR YS REPORT 


A Summary of the Year. 


The year’s record reports progress along several lines. The 
most important, perhaps, was the inception of the idea of a ‘‘His- | 
tory of the Mission’’ that sprang spontaneously in the minds of 
several Cousins, and was brought before the Society by President 
F. C. Atherton, who appointed a committee to forward the scheme. 
That committee met on May 23rd, 1913, and authorized Cousin 
Orramel H. Gulick to prepare this history. Mr. and Mrs. Gulick 
sailed within a few days for Boston, where they devoted months to 
the work of gathering material. 

Much correspondence has been carried on for the purpose of 
securing journals and letters written by the Mission Fathers and 
Mothers, primarily that they may be on hand for Mr. Gulick’s use, 
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and secondarily for preservation. This has been successful in 
bringing in a number of valuable manuscripts which have been 
indexed and placed in separate portfolios. Others might have been 
secured had the owners been sure they would be cared for in a 
fire-proof building. As some of these have only been loaned to 
the Society, a typist has been secured to copy them. 

In last year’s Report the Cousins were asked for: Ist, Pic- 
tures of the several Morning Stars, and certificates of stock; 2nd, 
Character Sketches of the Missionaries, for the ‘‘Big Book’’; and 
3rd, Photographs of Cousins of the 2nd generation. 

Only eight new photographs have been received but we are 
hoping for a photographic ‘‘shower’’ during the coming year. 
Then we will be ready, in the following Report, to beg for pictures 
of the 3rd generation. The Character Sketches have also been 
slow in coming in, as only five of the seventy-four have been in- 
serted in the genealogical book. The Recorder again urges the 
need of haste in the preparation of those articles, of not more than 
five hundred words, in honor of the parents, by those who knew 
them best. 

The ‘‘Morning Star’’ pictures have all been secured but that 
of ‘‘Morning Star No. 3.’’ Miss Grace VanDuzee sent a certificate 
of stock in ‘‘Morning Star No. 1’’, on which is a small picture of 
the first vessel of that name. During the Missionary Exhibit, in 
Feb. 1914, Mrs. Westervelt presented to the Society a picture of 
‘‘Morning Star No. 2’’, the one which Dr. Hiram Bingham brought 
around the Horn; and Rev. and Mrs. O. H. Gulick brought with 
them from Boston, two pictures of ‘‘Morning Star No. 4,’’ and 
one of the steamer ‘‘Morning Star No. 5.’’ We still want ‘‘Morn- 
ing Star No. 3’’ and more certificates of stock. 

New shelves have been placed in the back room of the office 
for storage purposes, an additional ‘‘Big Book’’—genealogical rec- 
ord—has been bought, and a table to hold these precious volumes. 
From ‘‘ Aunt Mattie’’ Chamberlain’s belongings, the Misses Forbes 
sent a number of treasures; among them a painting of their grand- 
father, Levi Chamberlain, a Hawaiian Bible, four bound volumes of 
“The Friend,’’ four bound volumes of H. M. C. Reports, and 
pamphlets—‘‘Memoir of Mrs. 8S. N. Castle,’’ ‘‘Memoir of Mrs. 8. 
J. Lyman,’’ ‘‘Golden Wedding of Mr. and Mrs. S. J. Lyman,”’ 
‘Golden Wedding of Rev. and Mrs. Lowell Smith’’; photographs 
of Kailua, of Lunalilo, and of Cousin George Dole and his inter- 
esting family; also filed letters, genealogies, a few pieces of furni- 
ture and other things. 

After the Missionary Exhibit, Mr. and Mrs. A. F. Cooke donated 
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to the Society, ‘‘The first sewing machine brought to the Islands,”’ 
a ‘‘Drip-stone’’ filter, and a photographic group of Father and 
Mother Cooke and their family; and Mrs. Stangenwald gave from 
her collection of daguerreotypes, pictures of kings, princes and 
princesses, with six pictures of Island scenes. 

Two very interesting meetings have been held this year, the 
‘‘Emerson Reception’? and the ‘‘Missionary Exhibit.’’ ; 

Only six of the Cousins have passed over the river to the Home 
Land. Four of these had been touched by the silvery frost of age, 
one was in the vigor of early manhood, and one was a precious 
babe who passed like a breath of heavenly perfume almost before 
his name was written on our list. 

There have been two Golden Weddings this year, eighteen mar- 
riages and thirty-five births. 


MISSIONARIES AND CHURCHES. 


On July 11, quite unexpectedly, Mrs. Delaporte arrived in Hono- 
lulu. She came for medical treatment, and hoped to see Augusta 
and Paul before they left for Oberlin. In this she was disappointed, 
for they had already gone, in company with Mr. and Mrs. O. H. 
Gulick, and had been placed under the motherly care of Mrs. Gar- 
land at Tank Home. Little Mabel enjoyed her mother’s visit until 
September, when Mrs. Delaporte returned home by way of Aus- 
tralia, where she remained nearly four months, and arrived in Nauru 
Dec. 20th, ‘‘apparently well.’’ 

Mr. Delaporte in his report for 1913 notes the changes in the 
fourteen years of work on Nauru. ‘‘The Christian community has 
grown from 50 to 920. Among these, 553 are communicants and 
220 attend Sabbath-School. Seven church services are held at dif- 
ferent points on the Island every Sunday in the year. The principal 
service of the day is the Union Service at Orro. You may drop in 
any Sabbath morning and find one of the finest church buildings 
in Micronesia filled with clean, well-clad and devout people, often 
900 of them . On special days we have counted 1,100 inclusive of 
natives from other islands of Micronesia.’’ 

(We sincerely regret being obliged to cut out the rest of this 
interesting report.) 

Dr. Sidney L. Gulick and family passed through Honolulu in 
July, remaining here less than two weeks. He spoke before a large 
mid-week audience in Central Union Parish House upon the newer 
spiritual movements in Japan, and also spoke through the papers, 
of the ‘‘International Relations between Japan and the United 
States,’’ as seen from Japan. 
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Letters from Rev. and Mrs. Dean Wicks, missionaries from Cen- 
tral Union to China, were received, telling of China as a battle-field 
between good and evil, of politics, education, religion; with vivid 
word-pictures of Peking, its walls, streets and people. 

We were delighted to again be in touch, through Rev. O. H. 
Gulick, with our former Micronesian missionaries, Mr. and Mrs. 
Francis M. Price, for a long time on Guam, now in Paoting Fu, 
China. Mr. Price tells of a recent trip from village to village where 
the people were eager to hear the gospel message. 

Dr. A. M. Brodie, of Wichita, Kansas, very acceptably filled the 
pulpit of Central Union Church during Dr. Scudder’s six weeks’ 
vacation. He also held Sunday evening services, under the ‘‘Inter- 
church Federation,’’ in the Bijou Theater, which was crowded to 
the doors. 

Rev. A. A. Ebersole left on July 10 for a four months’ vacation 
rest time. He spent a rather strenuous vacation in study, looking 
up plans for Bible-School rooms, in lectures on Hawaii and attend- 
ing conferences. 

Rev. Howard Harris, of Los Angeles, has just been installed as 
pastor of the Kahului Union Church, to take the place of Rev. 
Henry P. Judd, who has been appointed to the especial work of 
the Sabbath-School, with headquarters at Honolulu. 

Rev. and Mrs. Burnham, of Lahaina, Maui, made a visit during 
the summer to the old New England home. 

Rev. George Laughton became, on Nov. Ist, minister at Hilo, 
Hawaii, and has brought with him his wife and little daughter, 
Elizabeth. He is thought to be the right man in the right place. 

Rev. A. Craig Bowdish, in the short time he has been ministering 
to the Paia church, has identified himself with the people and their 
best interests. 

Mr. R. B. Dodge and the Wailuku Union Church are rejoicing in 
a memorial organ, a gift from the H. P. Baldwin estate; and an 
organ recital held on June 21st was greatly appreciated by Maui 
people. 

Rev. A. S. Baker tells of the Hawaiian Aid Department, which 
has been able to raise the salaries of Hawaiian ministers to a mini- 
mum of $40 per month. Some receive $65 per month. Most of this 
comes through the Hawaiian Board, but is made possible by the 
help of the Aid Department, Mrs. Dora Isenberg and others. 

Settlement Work in Honolulu is an important factor in civilizing 
and christianizing Hawaii. The Palama Settlement, so active in 
the tuberculosis campaign, also in sending out nurses among the 
poor; the Kakaako Mission, so faithfully carried on by Mr. and 
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Mrs. P. W. Rider for the past eleven years, and now under the 
efficient care of Mr. and Mrs. A. K. Harris of the Methodist church; 
and the Beretania Settlement or ‘‘ McKenzie Mission’’ as it is often 
called, are each doing a work which can not be measured. Mr. 
Spencer Bowen, who has been taking the place of Mr. McKenzie, 
invalided to the Coast, says, ‘‘Beretania Settlement is in the most 
congested tenement district in Honolulu. In this small area are 
between six and seven thousand persons, almost all Orientals. The 
Children’s Play-ground near by is a valuable asset to the neighbor- 
hood; on the other hand are the saloons and a host of other de- 
grading influences.’’ Mr. Bowen tells of the civilizing effects of 
the carpenter shop, the ‘‘hikes’’ to Tantalus, Mrs. McKenzie’s sew- 
ing-class of 75 members, and her two girls’ clubs. And these are 
but a few of the rays from these gospel lights shining in dark 
places. 

The Jubilee of the Hawaiian Board of Missions was celebrated 
in Kawaiahao church June 27-July 3. There were near four hun- 
dred delegates. Meals were served in a pavilion erected in the 
beautiful little park near the Y. W. C. A. Homestead. A tea-party 
was given on Tuesday to the ministers and their wives, by the 
Woman’s Board, at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Richards. 

Each day’s exercises began with the sunrise prayer-meeting, and 
with such topies as, ‘‘Having the courage of a Christian,’’ ‘‘Speaking 
Well of Others,’’ ‘‘Telling the Good News,’’ ‘‘Continuing in the 
Faith,’’ ‘‘Living Unto Others,’’ ‘‘Planted by the Rivers of Water,’’ 
‘Proving the Power of Christ.’’ 

An hour was given for Bible-study each day, taking for topics, 
‘*The Church,’’ ‘‘An Unspotted Church,’’ ‘‘A United Church,’’ ‘‘A 
Witnessing Church,’’ and ‘‘A Faithful Church.’’ 

There were discussions on ‘‘ Yoking Together Near-by Churches,”’ 
‘‘Promoting Righteousness,’’ ‘‘Ministerial Training,’’ ‘‘Recruiting 
the Ministry,’’ ‘‘Reaching Outsiders’’ and ‘‘Enriching Our Faith.”’ 

There were Addresses of Welcome and Responses; reports from 
many committees; Christian Endeavor Association meetings; Sun- 
day-School Association meetings; services of song; elections and 
business, all interesting—but the center of all was 

The Jubilee Anniversary of the Hawaiian Board on Sunday, 
June 29, from 3 to 5 o’clock, at which P. C. Jones presided. Histor- 
ical reminiscences were given by Rey. H. H. Parker, and historical 
addresses were made by W. B. Oleson and W. R. Castle. 

Saturday afternoon, June 28, was given over to the Jubilee Re- 
ception for Rev. H. H. Parker, held on the Kawaiahao lawn. 
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SCHOOLS. 


The schools of the Territory opened on September 15th. Twenty- 
one of these schools are on Oahu, and with over ten thousand pupils 
in attendance are very much crowded. 

The new Pohukaina school-house, of re-enforced concrete, at 
Kakaako, erected at a cost of $28,000, was completed for the opening 
term. 

At Lahaina, a new public-school building, the Kamehameha III. 
Government School, was built during the summer, and is filled to 
the doors. 

Lahainaluna is rejoicing in a new dining hall and other improve- 
ments, and is in a prosperous condition. 

The Summer Normal School in Honolulu had about one hundred 
students enrolled. 

The Y. M. C, A. held a vacation school for boys, where study for 
a part of the day, with fifteen minutes chapel exercises and a fre- 
quent hike into the hills, made the time pass very happily. 

A playground in the congested part of the city, Beretania and 
Smith streets, leased by the Free Kindergarten and Children’s Aid 
Association from the Bishop Estate, has been fitted up for the 
public, and is crowded with boys and girls. Miss Alice Oleson, 
daughter of W. B. Oleson, is the trained leader in this work. 

At the suggestion of the Board of Health, experienced physicians 
and dentists have been commissioned to lecture to the Palama nurses, 
who will instruct the pupils in the schools, and their parents, in the 
rudiments of hygiene. 


College of Hawaii. 


At the last Commencement of the College of Hawaii, five stu- 
dents were graduated. Courses in the training of sugar experts and 
courses in agriculture, dairying, insect pests, domestic science, etc., 
make this a centre of advanced study that is more and more proving 
its importance and value. As Professor Gilmore left Honolulu at 
the close of the last year, Dean Donaghho was appointed acting 
head of the institution. 


Kamehameha Schools. 


The beautiful exercises on the 26th anniversary celebration of 
Founder’s Day were held at the Royal Mausoleum on Dec. 19th, the 
weather being perfect. 
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Maunaolu. 


Our Cousin, Mrs. Grace P. Haven, spent the short Christmas vaca- 
tion in Honolulu. She spoke of many improvements, such as more 
blackboards, a more abundant water supply, and the blessing of 
electricity. The little valley back of the Seminary, used for raising 
vegetables, has been given for the installment of an electric plant, 
and in lieu of it they are to get, after paying for pipes and fittings, 
all their electricity free. They have electric irons which save much 
time, and the whole change from acetylene gas has been one of econ- 
omy in time, care and money. Last but not least is a new member 
of the faculty, the house-mother, who relieves them of great respon- 
sibility. Bible study has been graded, and the pastor has a class of 
the seventh grade pupils for instruction in Christian living. On 
June 14 a successful concert was given, and from the sale of light 
refreshments and manufactured articles $360 was realized. 

No class was promoted in 1913, but there is promise of a strong 
elass for 1914. The instruction in this school is very thorough. 

A Maunaolu Seminary service was held on March 15, 1914, at 
the Makawao Union Church, Paia, at which the pastor, Rev. Craig 
Bowdish, showed the leadings of God through the history of the 
school. From this we meant to quote many interesting items but 
must cut out instead of adding items. 


Kohala Girls’ School. 


We are happy to again get into touch with this school that was 
established, and for so many years carried on, by ‘‘Cousins.’’ 

Miss Alice B. Thompson is now in her second year as Principal. 
There has been no serious illness during these two years. The 
enrollment is fifty-one. A class of nine girls are looking forward 
to the graduation exercies in June. 


Mid-Pacific Institute. 


The Mid-Pacific Institute held its commencement exercises on 
June 19, 1913. The first two students from Mills School to com- 
plete the High-School course received their diplomas, and eight boys 
from Mills and five girls from Kawaiahao, who had finished the 
grammar school grade, were presented with certificates by Mr. 
Vaughan MacCaughey and Miss Gould respectively. 

Mills School has had many changes during the year, and during 
the short time Mr. MacCaughey was in charge the curriculum, the 
daily program, teaching force and labor problems were all reduced 
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to system, the first step in carrying on such a complicated work. 
Mr. MacCaughey resigned in July, and the Trustees were fortunate 
in securing, as Principal, Rev. Wilber P. Ferguson, Ph.D., D. D., a 
preacher of ability and an educational leader of experience, who 
has already introduced new features that will add much to the effi- 
ciency of Mills. The religious character of the school is being main- 
tained and the home spirit fostered. There are five theological 
students in the Training School. 

Kawaiahao Seminary had a remarkably successful year under 
the competent leadership of Miss Gould, the acting principal. On 
July 1st, Miss Mabel E. Bosher returned, invigorated by her year 
of absence, broadened in her knowledge of the needs of her girls, 
and infused with new ideas and new love for the work of uplifting 
womanhood. 

Hilo Boarding School. 


This school is forging ahead in all the old lines of work, while 
branching out in improved methods wherever practicable. The 
working hours are about evenly divided between industrial and 
academic work. That the academic department is not neglected is 
shown when a boy asks the privilege of rising at 5 A. M., that he 
may get in an extra half-hour on his lessons. The afternoons are 
devoted to practical work on the farm and in the shop. A short 
course in farming, dairying, carpenter work, blacksmithing, and 
printing, is given each boy, and when he has found his special talent, 
he specializes along that line. The course in Home Crafts—all man- 
ner of helpful things about a home and farm—has proved, during 
vacation, quite a promotion work for the boys’ Alma Mater. 

The school has been remodeling its poi factory—putting in a 
new taro washer, enlarging the room and making it fly-proof. As 
the school consumes from fifteen to twenty bags of taro a week, 
they have been experimenting with taro, having fifty varieties grow- 
ing on the school farm. They have also twenty varieties of bananas, 
and are putting extra care and study, this year, on bananas. 


Oahu College. 


Oahu College and Punahou Preparatory School were never in a 
more prosperous condition. There were twenty-one graduates in the 
class of 1913, and at the beginning of this year there were six hun- 
dred and ninety pupils enrolled, four hundred of whom were in the 
preparatory grades.

He recovered and was able to go back into his elass.’’ Mr. Lorrin 
Shepard was a delegate from Yale to the great Students’ Alliance 
convention at Kansas City. 

Miss Loraine Andrews, daughter of the late Judge L. A. Andrews 
of Hilo, has been teaching in Alaska since her graduation at the 
University of California, Berkeley. 

Armstrong (R.).—Miss Amelia Armstrong sent to the Society 
this year a photograph of her brother, Richard Baxter, also a pic- 
ture of her mother, a lithograph of Ewa as taken from Honolulu in 
1857, a drawing of the early Wailuku Seminary buildings by Father 
Bailey with a prospectus of the same, and some of her mother’s 
water sketches. These pictures represented the old grass church in 
Honolulu and the mission houses at Kaluaaha, Molokai, when the 
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Hitchcocks lived there in 1832, also a bunch of bananas and bread- 
fruit.

D. His 
sister, Mrs. A. Archibald Bullock, had a little son, Frank Beckwith 
Bullock, born Nov. 19, 1913, but on Jan. 17, 1914, he died from 
smallpox, at Nanking, China. He had been made a Cousin by his 
aunt, Miss Holmes, before she knew that he was ‘‘safe in the arms 
of Jesus.’’

The Senate committee received us very graciously, 
seemed truly interested, and told us we must have a backing for 
this ‘‘Gronna Bill’’ from people in Hawaii, to carry it through... . 
Tell inquiring kamaainas that I am renewing my youth in this tonic 
air so fast that I must be nearing my second childhood.’’ 

Bailey (E.).—A letter was received during the summer from 
Mr. C. A. Bailey, enclosing one of his mother’s letters, written in 
1849, for which we are grateful. Yet we were a little disappointed 
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in not having also a present-day picture of the Bailey family in their 
lovely mountain home. 

Mrs. Mary Bailey Zumwalt and family have been making a long 
visit with Mrs. Zumwalt’s mother, Mrs. L. A. Andrews, of Hilo. 
Miss May Zumwalt is a teacher in the Papaikou school, Hawaii.

He told of the changes, religious, social and mate- 
rial, that had occurred, and the experience, during a time of fire 
and plague, when the church was turned into a lodging house for 
hundreds of refugees, and a hospital for the sick. He told of the 
first Sunday School, presided over by Mr. Levi Chamberlain, fol- 
lowed by O. H. Gulick, Dr. Luther Gulick, Sanford B. Dole, W. R. 
Castle and Henry Waterhouse, and coming down to the present time 
when a fine graded Bible School is conducted by Mrs. Mary T. Wil- 
cox as Superintendent with an excellent normal class in charge of 
Mr. Theodore Richards. After enumerating the varied services of 
the fifty years, he said: ‘‘And what have we got? Not gold and 
silver and glittering gems; these would be without permanent value 
if we had them—but love and the service that love inspires.’’ 

The beautiful reception held on the afternoon of June 28 among 
the old trees on the church lawn was a memorable one. In the re- 
ceiving line was her majesty, Queen Liliuokalani, other Hawaiians 
of the highest rank, and old-time friends of the earlier days. The 
Kaahumanu Society and the Sunday School wore badges on which 
was an excellent photograph of Mr. Parker. 

Rice (W. H.).—Mr. Philip Rice and family are planning to spend 
some time in Chicago, where Mr. Rice will complete his law course 
at the Law School of Chicago University.

Every Sun- 
day they have services morning and afternoon, and bring their din- 
ners. The best man in the tribe has recently died—a truly good 
Christian, kind, cheery and generous, and the church misses his ex- 
ample of Godly living and his wise counsel. 

Pease.—Doctor E. M. Pease is in the State Hospital at Kalama- 
z00, Mich., where there are 2000 patients. One thousand of these are 
men, and 500 are under his care. Dr. Pease was married in Boston 
and he and Mrs. Pease have a little daughter, Phyllis Luscombe, 
nearly two years old. His brother, Frank Pease, is with his mother 
in Claremont. 

Mr, Claude Milton Severance has sent a new address to the 
Treasurer—Howells, N. Y., seventy miles from N. Y. City.

OBITUARIES. 


It is the rule of the Society to close all records for the Annual 
Report on March 31st. Last year the rule was disregarded simply 
because it seemed impossible to separate the name of Mrs. W. D. 
Alexander from that of her husband who preceded her to the heav- 
enly home by only two months. Neither could we print Dr. Alex-

ander’s photograph alone. Mrs. Alexander’s obituary belongs here, 
and it is fitting that their golden-wedding picture be inserted here. 

Mrs. Abigail Charlotte Baldwin Alexander died in Honolulu on 
April 23, 1913. 

She was the second child of Reverend Dwight Baldwin, M. D., 
and Mrs. Baldwin, who arrived in the fourth company of mission- 
aries in 1831. She was born Nov. 27, 1833, at Waimea, Hawaii, but 
all her childhood and youthful memories clung about the tropical 
town of Lahaina, Maui. She returned from Mt. Holyoke Seminary 
in 1858, and in 1860 was married to W. D. Alexander, then a profes- 
sor at Punahou. Henceforth their lives were as one. In all his cares 
and labors she was his helpmate, and in all his honors she stood 
by his side. Their married life was ideal. Children and grandchil- 
dren grew up around them, and their wedded life was crowned in 
1910, by a joyous Golden Wedding reception, so beautiful, so per- 
fect—it comes before us as a faint glimmer of the meeting on the 
other shore. 

Both Dr. and Mrs. Alexander were members of the Cousins’ 
Society from its beginning, and together they attended its meetings, 
and helped to make it a success, philanthropically, socially, and espe- 
cially as a society of great literary merit. 

Miss Martha Ann Chamberlain died in Honolulu, Aug. 4, 1913, at 
the age of 80 years. 

She was the fourth child of Levi and Maria Patton Chamberlain, 
and was born in 1833, in the old coral ‘‘Chamberlain House,’’ lately 
bought by the Cooke brothers and given to this Society. She inherit. 
ed from both father and mother a self-forgetful disposition, and her 
environment was such as to emphasize her spirit of unselfishness 
and helpfulness. Her early playmates, besides her sister Maria, were 
Nellie Judd and Lydia Bingham, and later the Clark girls, the Halls, 
Ives’, and Richards’, and once a year visitors from other stations. 

The places of amusement were the shadow of an adobe wall, the 
great oxcarts in a near by paddock, a peep into the tabu office of 
Dr. Judd, a walk about a row of ugly idols, an occasional game in 
the great attic filled with merchandise, and later, some little hau 
trees in the adjoining yard. She early learned to share her few 
treasures, and to give up her place at table and even her bed to 
guests. 

When four years old she attended Miss Marcia Smith’s school in 
a little adobe grass-roofed building, situated back of Dr. Judd’s of- 
fice, in what was afterward Kawaiahao Seminary yard. Here she 
had for her schoolmates the Binghams, Tinkers, Judds, Chamber- 
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lains, John O. Dominis, Newton Ladd and a few others. On July 
11, 1842, the school at Punahou was opened, and little nine-year-old 
‘‘Mattie’’ was one of the pupils accustomed to assemble at ‘‘The 
Four C’s,’’ (Castle, Chamberlain, Clark and Cooke), and from Cas- 
tle’s gate make a bee-line across the treeless, dusty plains to Puna- 
hou. For eight years she was a day-pupil at Punahou, standing 
high in her classes, the only girl in a class of larger boys. In the 
meantime she assisted her mother in caring for a large household 
that was seldom without guests, and she helped in preparing great 
quantities of bread and grape-juice for ‘‘communion season’’ at the 
then immense native congregation of Kawaiahao Church. 

Soon after her father’s death, in 1849, she and her sister Maria 
sailed around Cape Horn and entered that pioneer school for wo- 
men, Mt. Holyoke Seminary. The years spent there were so delight- 
ful and uplifting that it was one of the dreams of her life to endow 
a scholarship at Mt. Holyoke College. She graduated in 1853 and 
arrived home the following year. 

There is not space to tell of her household cares while her mother 
was in the States, her hospitality and care of the sick, her duties as 
teacher in the Royal School and at Hilo, of her part in the launching 
of Kawaiahao Seminary, of her mother’s death in 1880, of her work 
at Kawaiahao Seminary and her seven years as City Missionary. 

Miss Chamberlain was one of the founders of the Woman’s Board 
of Missions of the Pacific Islands, and a vice-president from the 
beginning, often leading in its devotions, preparing papers of inter- 
est, welcoming, entertaining, assisting and corresponding with the 
missionary teachers, and it was while filling the President’s chair 
in 1904 that she was called from active work to the more trying one 
of waiting. 

She solicited readers and financial assistance for ‘‘The Friend’’ 
during a time of depression, and was herself on its editorial staff 
for years. 

The church, from childhood, was her delight, and as a charter 
member of Central Union Church she was a constant attendant at 
its Sabbath and mid-week services, the ladies’ prayer-meetings, La- 
dies’ Society, temperance meetings and Sunday School. 

But perhaps the dearest of all the objects of her solicitude was 
the Hawaiian Mission Children’s Society, and her love for individual 
Cousins was like a sister’s or a mother’s love. For 30 years Miss 
Chamberlain was corresponding secretary of this Society, and was 
probably acquainted not only with every child of the Mission, but 
almost every adopted Cousin was her friend. She kept a list of 
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their marriages and of the births of their children, and shed tears 
of real sorrow for those who passed away. When the bright moon- 
light on Saturday nights brought together the Cousins, she was 
there with records, letters, suggestions and song, and her strong alto 
added to the harmony of ‘‘Blest Be the Tie’’ and ‘‘Waft, Waft, Ye 
Winds, His Story.”’ 

In 1903 Miss Chamberlain revisited old scenes and old friends on 
the mainland, and attended the fiftieth anniversary of her gradua- 
tion, and her class reunion. This trip she enjoyed in all its details 
as she had done in anticipation, but afterward she was not so well, 
and in 1904 began the nine long weary years of waiting after her 
active work was done. Then she learned to ‘‘Rest in the Lord and 
wait patiently for Him,’’ and she made her own the following lines 
sent her by her friend Mrs. Susan Mills: 


Shut In. 
I ran at His command, 
And sang for joy of heart, 
With willing feet and hands 
I wrought my earnest part; 
And this my daily ery, 
‘“Dear Master, here am I.’’ 


Then came this word one day; 
I shrank as from a rod 
To hear that Dear Voice say, 
‘“Lie still, my child, for God;”’ 
And out from labor sweet, 
He called me to His feet. 


Called me to count the hours 

Of many a weary night, 
To bear the pain that draws 

The soul with heavenly might; 
But still my daily ery, 

““Dear Master, here am I.”’ 


Mrs. Elizabeth Woodbury Lyons Hay died at Myrtle Point, Ore- 
gon, May 16, 1913. 

A cabled message from Oregon on May 16th of last year, an- 
nouncing the death of Mrs. Elizabeth Lyons Hay, came as a great 
shock to her relatives and friends in Honolulu, to whom she had 
so recently reported herself as enjoying the best of health. 

Seized with a paralytic stroke as she was about to arise from 
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the breakfast table, and almost immediately becoming unconscious, 
she peacefully passed away within an hour or two. Thus spared all 
suffering and the possible helpless and despondent old age which 
she had so dreaded, was she suddenly called to enter into her re- 
ward, 

Mrs. Hay, better known as Lizzie Lyons, was born at Waimea, 
Hawaii, November 13, 1842, being the youngest of the family of Rev. 
and Mrs. Lorenzo Lyons. 

After graduating from Punahou she was for several years a 
teacher in the Waialua school for girls, and afterward at the Hilo 
Boys’ Boarding School, becoming principal of the Kohala Female 
Seminary in 1879, which position she held until ’81 or ’82. In later 
years she taught in the little government school at Waimea. Long 
after the parents had passed on, Lizzie Lyons continued to hold the 
fort alone with her sister Fidelia, at the old homestead. She suc- 
ceeded her father as Postmaster (mistress), dispenser of medicines, 
and friend and counselor of the people who continually came to her 
for aid. A Hawaiian recently said of her, ‘‘No one will ever know 
all that Lizzie Lyons has done for the people of Waimea.’’ 

Generous to a fault, she constantly sacrificed her own interests, 
never seeming to consider herself. Her thoughts and deeds were 
always of and for others. Meek and gentle she was never known to 
utter an unkind or angry word. 

On October 31st, 1904, Elizabeth Woodbury Lyons and Joseph 
Hay, of Raymond, Wisconsin, were quietly married at Waimea, leav- 
ing the Islands five years later to make their home in Oregon. 
There, at Myrtle Point, they were happily settled upon a little farm 
of their own, when she was summoned Home, and her sweet spirit 
took its flight as quietly and peacefully as she had always lived.

Mr. Charles Furneaux’s home was in Melrose, near Boston, Mass. 

In 1880 he came out to the Islands with his friend, Prof. Wm. 
T. Brigham, intending to be here only three months. On the over- 
land train he became acquainted with Mr. A. F. Judd and family. 
Mr. Furneaux was a most welcome guest for a year or more in their 
home at Rosenheim, and was always the courteous gentleman, the 
kind, interested friend, and devoted to the well-being of the little 
family. As time went on, Mrs. Furneaux was able to join him in 
the Sunny Isles which he about adopted. Their home was finally 
made in the woods at Olaa, thirteen miles from Hilo. 

During the first years of his residence in the Islands, Mr. Fur- 
neaux made many exquisite paintings of the volcano, being the first 
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one to paint it in eruption. He also painted landscapes, portraits, 
flowers, ete. 

No one could have had a more devoted or kind friend than Mr. 
Furneaux, so ‘‘tender and true,’’ and as the years went by and 
signs of breaking down appeared, this was indeed hard for those 
who loved him to see. His love for the Islands was as deep as if he 
had been born here and he had no desire to leave them. The three 
months were lengthened out to many years. He never returned to 
the land of his birth but ‘‘fell asleep’’ amid the roses, lilies and 
ferns on Nov. 7, 1913. A. H. B. J. 


Mr, Ralph Lyman Wilcox died at Haena, Kauai, on July 12, 1913. 

He was born at Lihue, Kauai, Jan. 3, 1876, the eldest son of Mr. 
and Mrs. 8. W. Wilcox. By nature thoughtful, studious and silent, 
he was respected by many but known only to those who came into 
close touch with him. With a warm heart he was kind, just and 
fair, and willing to give assistance even at the sacrifice of time, 
strength and money. He was a faithful brother, always ready 
to listen and advise, a loving son, considerate and helpful, and a 
devoted husband, whose home was his castle, filled with harmony 
and peace, the center of his joy and pleasure. As a business man 
he was faithful, reliable and never vacillating. He kept his prom- 
ises, was firm and decided for the right, and accomplished what he 
undertook to do. 

Mr. Wilcox was drowned while bathing at Haena, Kauai, and 
the sudden departure was a great shock and sorrow to his friends. 
But though taken so suddenly in the prime of life, he was prepared 
to go, for he had always kept his house in order. His life was cut 
short here, yet it continues to shine on from the world of light. 

The funeral sermon was preached by Rev. Hans Isenberg, to 
whom we are indebted for many of these facts. 

Frank Beckwith Bullock, a precious babe, still ‘‘trailing clouds 
of glory,’’ and exhaling the incense of heaven, passed like a visiting 
angel into the heavens. His aunt, Miss Holmes, had just made him a 
Cousin when news of the loss reached her from over the sea. 

Rufus Kualii Lyman, another little one, not a member, but the 
son of our Cousin Rufus Lyman, was taken, on April 15, 1913, to Him 
who said, ‘‘Suffer the little children to come unto me.’’ 

Mrs. Grace (Newman) Lyman, wife of Henry J. Lyman of Ka- 
poho, Puna, passed away Dec. 15, 1913, in Hilo. 

The acute attack of typhoid fever had safely passed the crisis 
and a favorable recovery seemed to be well established when sudden 
heart failure brought the beautiful earthly hfe to its close. A gen- 
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tle, quiet, unassuming woman was Mrs. Lyman, and one to be long 
remembered for her gracious hospitality in her Kapoho home. 
Among the many offerings on the day of the funeral, touching trib- 
utes of sympathy came from the Japanese, Koreans, and Chinese of 
Puna, who had experienced not a little of Mrs. Lyman’s generous 
kindness. Born in Missouri, and living most of her life in Califor- 
nia, Mrs. Lyman came to the Islands as a trained nurse in 1901, and 
was married a year later. For several years she taught the gov- 
ernment school at Kapoho most acceptably, showing decided talent 
and love for the work. Truly it can be said of her that she will 
be remembered for what she has done. HG 

Joel Bean passed beyond the veil 1st mo. 11, 1914, aged eighty- 
eight years. 

This dear ‘‘Friend’’ and his quaint lovely wife came first to 
these islands when the Fathers and Mothers of the Mission were 
yet in the midst of their great work. They gave sympathy, assist- 
ance and encouragement, and there sprang up a lifelong friendship ; 
and when one by one our Missionaries were called Home, these 
‘‘Friends’’ were gathered close into the hearts of their children. 
The children of Joel Bean became our Cousins, and after his wife’s 
departure it was meet that from ‘‘Hawaii nei,’’ from beautiful Kai- 
muki, he should watch, for a short time, the sun slip into the sea, 
and then and there drop his armour, as he so beautifully wrote in 
1885 on the death of a friend: 


‘“‘The summit where his armour fell, 
Bathed in the upper air, 
O’er western slope and ocean swell, 
Looked out on sunsets fair. 


Beloved of every class and creed, 
Amid the sin and strife, 

He walked—‘‘an Israelite indeed’’— 
A lofty, stainless life. 


His fellow men ’twas his to serve 
With mind and heart and will, 

Our souls with stronger faith to nerve, 
With larger hope to fill.”’ 


Word has come from Santa Rosa, California, of the death of Rev. 
J. A. Cruzan. 

Mr. Cruzan was the last pastor of Fort Street Church. At the 
close of his pastorate of five years, the Bethel Union and Fort Street 
Churches united to form the Central Union Church. 
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On leaving here Mr. Cruzan went to the Third Congregational 
Church of San Francisco, thus exchanging places with Dr. Edward 
G. Beckwith. 

Mr. Cruzan was a faithful, hard-working pastor. An uncompro- 
mising temperance man, he did much for that cause during his stay 
in Honolulu. His interest in the young men of the community was 
keen and untiring. 

After some years in California, he returned to Hawaii as pastor 
of the Hilo Foreign Church. After leaving Hilo he settled on the 
Pacific Coast, living for a time in Oregon and finally moving to 
California. During this period he left the Congregational Church 
and united with the Unitarians. For two or three years his health 
had forbidden active work in the ministry. He has had to sit wait- 
ing for a long time. As his wife expressed it, ‘‘It has been a long, 
weary, heart-breaking road.”’ 

Of the end Mrs. Cruzan writes: ‘‘He fell on the stairs and frac- 
tured his left hip. The difficulty of elimination in his helpless con- 
dition resulted in pneumonia, which carried him off in three dread- 
ful days.”’ 

He leaves besides his devoted wife, three children—Edith, Mrs. 
Arthur Fickensher, who is in Germany with her husband at present; 
Harold, a lawyer in San Francisco, and Donald, who is his mother’s 
stay and companion in these days of trial. She also finds much 
comfort in her young granddaughter who is with her during the 
absence of her parents. 

Mr. Cruzan was a loyal friend and there are many here who re- 
member him with affection. He VOC nH: 

Mrs. Louise Sargeant Smith died in Oakland, Calif., in the Spring 
of 1913. She had just returned from a visit to old friends in Exeter, 
Mass., where everything had been done for her pleasure and com- 
fort. A few mornings after her return she came down to breakfast 
saying she felt so well—better than usual. She sat on the veranda a 
little while enjoying the morning, then went inside, taking a chair. 
A lady in the room looked up and saw her head fall back—she had 
passed quietly and sweetly out of this life into the rest beyond. She 
was in her 77th year but was always vivacious and lively and seemed 
much younger. It was a comfort to her friends that she was so 
happily situated with this friend who looked after her like a daugh- 
ter. She les in the Sargeant family plot in ‘‘Mountain View,’’ 
Oakland. 

Mrs. Lucey Bailey has kindly sent the above facts regarding the 
beautiful departure of this efficient, brilliant woman who was emi- 
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nently fitted to be a shining light in society, but who was called 
through a series of sorrows, losses, and years of service here to 
grace the courts of the King. 

Mrs. Elsa Peterson Hoyt, daughter of the late Dr. Charles A. Pe- 
terson, mourned by many of our younger members as an intimate 
friend, was suddenly called home on Nov. 3, 1913. Hers was a life 
of rare beauty, sweetness of disposition, unselfishness, and joyous 
service for God and man. 

Deacon P. W. Rider, sometimes called the ‘‘Bishop of Kakaako,’’ 
and by John G. Woolley, ‘‘Bishop by right of Apostolic Suecess,’’ a 
patient worker in the slum district of Kakaako through eleven years, 
beloved by the children and feared by evil-doers, died suddenly on 
the veranda of the Kakaako Mission Home, May 5, 1913.

The last Annual Report (on page 57) showed a balance in “‘ Rev- 
enue Account’’ at the Hawaiian Trust Company of $19.30 and a 
summary of securities and cash in the savings department of the 
Bank of Hawaii of $5696.31. 

During this year, your Trustees found it necessary for the first 
time to draw on the income of our ‘‘Reserve Account’? to make up 
the deficit in the ‘‘Revenue Account’’ which covers the contribu- 
tions towards the expense of maintaining the grounds and the build- 
ing at the Old Mission Home, notwithstanding which the ‘‘Reserve 
Fund”’ has been increased during the year by $297.90, surplus inter- 
est earned. 

The Trustees desire to call attention to the advisability of a cam- 
paign among the members to stimulate a wider interest in the upkeep 
and maintenance of their property. In 1909, five years ago, 128 
individuals were subscribers to the ‘‘ Maintenance fund.’’ Last yeay 
there were but thirty-eight left who were still sufficiently interested 
to make a contribution of one dollar or more. 

On ‘“‘Revenue Account’’ your Trustees have paid insurance this 
year, and the policy can be found at the Hawaiian Trust Co. They 
have disbursed $602.88 in the care of the grounds, furnishing new 
shelves and the services of Mr. and Mrs. Andrews, and they submit 
herewith their eighth statement.

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THE EMERSON RECEPTION 


On Feb. 7th the Cousins held an At Home at the Old Mission 
House for Dr. Justin Emerson. The decorations of flame-colored 
bougainvillea and palm branches gave the right touch of color to the 
old white walls, and a merry crowd of kamaainas assembled to greet 
the Emerson brothers and their wives, who wore leis of fragrant 
maile and crimson leilehua. Receiving with the Emersons were Mrs. 
Juliette Cooke Atherton, Mrs. Annie Alexander Dickey and Judge 
Sanford B. Dole. In the centre of the room stood a koa table, for- 
merly the dining-table of Mother Chamberlain, at whose hospitable 
board brother missionaries and stranger guests were always wel- 
come. On this was the writing desk of Father Castle, used by him 
in all his writing and accounts as commercial agent of the mission, 
and on the wall were scores of faces, pictures of the departed mis- 
sionaries, who themselves had all gathered in these rooms in confer- 
ence and prayer, now united in the joys of heaven. 

Soon the President, F. C. Atherton, invited all to join him in the 
tent in the rear and listen to addresses. He happily introduced the 
first speaker, Dr. Justin Emerson of Detroit, Mich., who took for 
his subject ‘‘Emersoniana,’’ giving the meaning of the name, the 
arrival in America, the engagement in the War of the Revolution, 
his father’s coming to Hawaii, and his own memories of Waialua 
and longer life on the mainland. 

He was followed by Dr. N. B. Emerson, who, lest he encroach 
upon his brother’s province, told of experiences in the Civil War, 
and his recall to prepare his book, the ‘‘Unwritten Literature of 
Hawaiu.”’ 

Mr. J. S. Emerson then spoke of his father’s work, especially 
the material and philanthropic phase of it. Through a misunder- 
standing the poem, ‘‘An Emerson Romance,’’ prepared for the oc- 
easion by Mrs. Wilimena Emerson, was omitted. The meeting 
closed with the singing of ‘‘Waft, Waft, Ye Winds, His Story,’’ 
and the happy meeting was over. 

Since this reception, a very interesting paper has been received 
from Mr. Oliver Emerson accompanied by notes from his wife.

PAPER SENT BY REV. O. P. EMERSON. 


The endeavor to recall the happy past brings to mind that line 
of Tennyson’s which he puts into the mouth of wandering Ulysses, 
“‘T am a part of all that I have met.’’ It is difficult to differen- 
tiate influences which have become woven into one’s life. Delight- 
ful memories of that sweet boyhood which we spent together in 
Hawaii crowd each other. How favored we were in parents, teach- 
ers and friends; how the scenery of those fair islands took hold 
of us and still charms us! It counts much to have been a pupil 
of Edward G. Beckwith, of William De Witt Alexander, and of 
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that remarkably brainy woman, Mrs. 8. T. Mills. It counts much 
to have had the friendship of such older schoolmates as Albert 
Judd, Sam Armstrong, Sam Alexander, George Wilcox, William 
and Tom Gulick, Henry Parker, and Fred and David Lyman. We 
like to think of Sanford Dole, Albert Lyons, Henry Baldwin, Wil- 
liam Bailey, Bill Andrews, Albert Clark, Sam Damon, Fran. Lyman, 
Bill Rowell and Albert Wilcox as schoolmates with whom we fenced, 
boxed and wrestled, climbed and hunted, rode and swam. And there 
were the dear girl-friends, who helped steady the waywardness of 
youth, whose friendship was uplifting and a formative influence 
for good. Punahou School was to me a centre of purifying, en- 
nobling influences. The boys and girls who were my friends had 
fine souls as well as fine faces. We recited and sang, walked, 
climbed and rode, played and worshipped together. 

And how happy we were in our homes! The fathers and mothers 
who watched over our young lives with such faithfulness, who daily 
asked God to keep us true, were men and women with souls which 
ever aspired for better things. It comes upon me like a burst of 
sunlight that we were most fortunate in such parents. They were 
men with a genius for achievement, they cherished high ideals for 
themselves and their children and did not spare themselves in the 
endeavor to carry out those ideals. 

My early boyhood memories hover about the yard where the 
cows were penned for the night and where the native boys did our 
milking. I, too, helped, milking my favorite cows, but I spent most 
of milking time roping, petting and riding the calves, and it was 
there that I took my early lessons in the use of the lariat. I would 
rise at dawn eager to get to the cow-pen; leaving brother Joe to 
feed the hens, father and I would start out, he for the church and I 
for the pen, and at the end of an hour or more he would call for me 
to go home to breakfast. 

It was his custom during that early morning hour to conduct a 
Bible-reading with the deacons and leading natives of the chureh 
who lived near by. They would come in secant attire with a blanket 
over their shoulders and a Bible under one arm. After my father’s 
death, one of them, on being asked how many times he had read the 
Bible through, answered ‘‘Nine times.’’ Much interest in Scripture 
was fostered by those morning hours of Bible study in the old 
church. 

Among the cherished memories are the days which we brothers 
spent with father in excursions to Kamoku after firewood or up 
Kawailoa valley after oranges. I could hardly sleep the night before 
firewood day. Before dawn the men with the ox-carts were started

off, taking along the axes, chains and lunch, and sometimes a rifle. 
Over five miles of gentle ascent had to be covered before the wood- 
lands were reached, but luckily the carts were then empty, laden 
only on their return down-grade, when on top of the loads of wood 
which then filled the carts, there would occasionally be added the 
hide and four quarters of some wild bullock shot on the edge of the 
forest. We, with father, followed the carts later on horseback, and 
when all reached the woodlands the men began cutting down the 
trees and hauling the wood up out of the ravine; the sound of the 
axe rang through the woods all the forenoon. But we youngsters 
were exploring the hidden forest and valley depths for tree shells, 
for the rosea, the Swiftii, the Emersonii, the mahogani and the 
ebony shell; at times the note of the oo or the flit of the scarlet 
iiwi would catch our attention. The sweetness of that upland air, 
the aromatic fragrance and beauty of the glossy shrubbery—can we 
forget it? Then was begotten the love for those later tramps down 
into the ravines and up the valley sides of the Koolau and Konahua- 
nui ranges, which we brothers so often took together. 

Those early firewood days bring before me my father’s ability as 
a leader. He managed everything so well,—the chopping, the haul- 
ing and the loading; men, boys and all. That there never was an 
accident to spoil the day, never a harsh word to take from its pleas- 
ure, sweetens the memory. 

Wild cattle were plentiful on these Waialua uplands. We fre- 
quently came upon their trails and sleeping-places and sometimes 
upon the cattle themselves while we were shell-hunting. When the 
older brothers went away, and I was left with Sister Sophie, the 
youngest of us, and became boss of the cowboys, my zest for shell- 
hunting cooled for a while, and I took to cattle-hunting. On these 
hunts I was always attended by trusty native horsemen. <A bowl of 
loppered milk left by mother in the pantry was my breakfast, and 
we made an early start so as to reach the uplands, the feeding 
grounds of the cattle, before dawn. Dismounting in some hollow 
beneath the edge of the plateau, where we were hidden from view, 
we awaited the first rays of the sun, all the fields gleaming 
with dew. This is the time when cattle are feeding, and as soon as 
we could distinguish them in the distance we tightened our girths, 
got out our ropes and mounted. Silently we stole our way towards 
them, the game being to get between the cattle and the forest depths, 
into which they would surely try to escape, and we could not fol- 
low. When we came upon them and they caught sight of us there 
was a wild rush to be ahead, they rushing to escape, we to rope 
them. This is a matter of a few moments, but when once you have 
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fastened your lariat to your bull all is not over, for the sharp horns 
which have been turned away from you are turned on you, and it 
takes a good horse and good horsemanship to keep out of their reach 
and yet not let go till he is finally yours. 

I began these hunts when I was about fifteen years old; mother 
would always come to my bedside, awaken me and make me promise 
not to fasten to a bullock. But one early morning I stole away with- 
out her knowing it and without giving her the promise. When I re- 
turned in the afternoon I said to her, ‘‘Mother, I have caught my 
first bull and am safe and sound, so do not again ask me to promise 
not to fasten to a bullock.’’ 

I always think of my father as a man who could turn a trained 
mind and a steady hand to many things. He seemed able to meet 
the issues of each day successfully. The way he opened up indus- 
tries and got the people of Waialua at work to become forehanded 
householders and property-owners and to cease the old way of living 
from hand to mouth, proves this. The natives liked him; he was 
always kind and pleasant with them. He could show them how to 
do things; how to prop a lever, or crack a stone with a seldge ham- 
mer, or build a wall, or run a plow. It is reported that he once said, 
‘‘T do not care to preach to people who spend their time sitting on 
their haunches, doing nothing.”’ 

When the natives became industrious and began to raise crops 
he saw the need of a closer connection with the market, and got the 
sloop ‘‘Launiu’’ to come around Kaena Point on regular trips and 
load up for Honolulu. One year he accepted a government appoint- 
ment as road supervisor without salary, and opened up the carriage 
road to Honolulu. Gangs of natives did his bidding and under his 
eye five substantial bridges were laid across the streams by skilled 
workmen. 

His work in dividirg up the Mokuleia government lands and 
getting his people to buy lots showed his earnest interest in their 
welfare. The old compass and chain with the wire pins and red flan- 
nel strips tell a story of their own, a story of arduous labor and un- 
remitting painstaking. He had a genius for managing people, for 
helping them settle their disputes and get on with each other, and 
whites and natives came to him with their troubles and went away 
relieved. The Mokuleia Cattle Owners’ Association prospered while 
he lived to guide it. I remember the rule which my father gave the 
natives, ‘‘Eighteen head of cattle to the hundred acres.’’ So long 
as they adhered to this rule the cattle kept fat and found a ready 
market, but when he died the lands became overstocked, the pastures 
poor, the cattle lean, no revenue came in and in disgust the natives 
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began to sell their lands, and Mokuleia passed into the hands of a few 
large land holders. All this while he did not remit his work as the 
minister and physician of the souls and bodies of his people. By 
awakening and guiding their spiritual natures, by teaching them the 
great truths of Christianity which he tried to live out, as well as by 
showing them how to lead useful, upright lives, he developed char- 
acter among the natives of his parish, which included Waialua, Wai- 
anae and Koolau, and unconsciously became an authority to them. 

His work was much enhanced by his medical knowledge and the 
service he rendered as a physician. His knowledge and skill were 
such that Dartmouth College, his alma mater, conferred upon him 
the degree of M. D. I remember various epidemics which afflicted 
the community, but none so awful as the smallpox scourge of 1852- 
53. He was out among the sick and dying every day, sometimes all 
day, while my mother kept food ready for any who might call for 
it day or night. Can I ever forget the big brick oven he had built 
for her, and the rich store of good things which came out of it every 
Saturday afternoon? Tom Cornell and Johnson would come around 
regularly for their loaves of bread and pounds of butter. With all 
their swearing, these men loyally swore by my mother. 

It is a fact which tells its own story that when my father died, 
these strays from society and sometimes from rectitude, whom he 
had tried to help, whom he had reasoned with and rebuked in their 
sins, acted as his faithful pall-bearers, while the natives followed the 
bier as mourners. 

And my mother—faithful, uncomplaining, high-minded, pure, 
loving, self-forgetting mother—what shall I say of her, and of those 
twenty years of widowhood when all her sons but Sam were absent, 
and she stayed on at her post, keeping things going, accomplishing 
single-handed a great work? Hers was a consecrated life. How her 
friendly, social nature enjoyed at the same time those who came to 
visit her, and to lodge for a time under her roof! Yes, Brother 
Nat was right when he said to me one day, ‘‘I never knew so un- 
selfish a soul.’’ He was right in proposing as her epitaph, ‘‘For the 
things which are seen are temporal, but the things which are not 
seen are eternal.’’ O. P. E.

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NOTES ADDED BY MRS. EUGENIE HOMER EMERSON. 


In reading over my husband’s tributes to his father’s and moth- 
er’s lives in Hawaii, I am reminded of those unconsciously paid to 
them in their native land that have accidentally come to my knowl- 
edge. 

John S. Emerson was born in 1800 in the old town of Chester, 
New Hampshire, which is between Manchester and Portsmouth in 
Rockingham County. His grandfather, Samuel Emerson, was chosen 
town clerk at the age of twenty-four and was re-elected every year 
till he attained the age of eighty years, when his son, Captain John 
Emerson succeeded him and served twenty-four years in the same of- 
fice. The records state that Samuel Emerson, Esq., ‘‘filled a place 
in Chester which no other man has filled, or could fill,’’ that ‘‘he 
was the first justice of the peace in town’’ and ‘‘was a man of such 
integrity and judgment, and the people had so much confidence in 
him, that nearly all the minor controversies were without any legal 
formalities referred to him, and his decision was beyond review or 
appeal.’’ In reading of John S. Emerson, Captain John Emerson’s 
son and Samuel’s grandson, of his work for the natives of Waialua 
and the adjoining districts and of his influence over them, I can but 
feel that he had inherited force of character. 

He graduated as an honor student from Dartmouth in 1826, and 
after finishing his Andover theological course in 1830, his ability 
and his interest in missions were so marked that the American 
Board made him their agent to travel in New England for a year 
and promote the cause, after which in 1831 they sent him and his 
bride, Ursula Newell of Nelson, to Hawaii. 

In 1858, after nearly thirty years, the people of Rockingham 
County were very anxious to have them return and to hear their 
story, and offered to pay all expenses which might be involved. Mr. 
Emerson was tired and asked the American Board for a leave of ab- 
sence, but it was refused on the ground that many missionaries were 
actuaily ill and obliged to come home. Within a year, Mr. Emerson 
had his first stroke of paralysis while riding alone one Sunday from 
Waialua to a service at Kawaihapai; then permission was granted 
and in 1860 he and Mrs. Emerson returned to New England for a 
year’s visit. Alas! Ursula’s aged father, Rev. Gad Newell, whose 
one ewe lamb she was, had died a few months previous, at the age 
of ninety-six. 

Nelson hills reach up towards old Monadnock in Southern New 
Hampshire, and of late years Bostonians and others have taken ad- 
vantage of the commanding views and have built summer homes 
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among them. In 1905, just after returning from Hawaii, I happened 
to meet in travelling an old acquaintance, a Boston lawyer and one 
of these enthusiastic summer residents. 

‘‘You have just returned from Hawaii, and your name is Hmer- 
son,’’ he said. ‘‘Why, only yesterday at Nelson Old Home Week 
the people were talking of Ursula Newell, who went out there as a 
bride and missionary seventy-five years ago—and wasn’t her hus- 
band’s name Emerson,’’ he asked. I could but feel proud to answer 
‘“Yes’’ and to realize that her memory had been kept green for so 
many years. 

When we were guests of Nelson’s Old Home Week the following 
year and Ursula’s son was given special honors in the programme, 
and I learned that, after she had gone in 1831 to Hawaii, as the 
young men and maidens of Nelson were married seven different ones 
named their first girl-babies ‘‘Ursula’’ in memory of her, and that 
for years her fond father read her letters from Hawaii, that had 
come around the Horn, on Sunday from the pulpit and they listened 
with interest, I realized still more fully what beauty of character she 
most have possessed and agreed still more deeply with the thought 
often expressed to me by friends in Hawaii, ‘‘I wish you could have 
known Mother Emerson.”’ Bee Bs

THE MISSIONARY EXHIBIT 


During Carnival week, from Feb. 17-21, there was held in the 
Old Mission Home a Missionary Exhibit, under the auspices of ‘‘The 
Friend,’’ with the assistance of a very active committee of Cousins. 
Miss Agnes Judd was at the head of this committee, and gave up the 
week, practically, to it. Mrs. Caroline Castle Westervelt, Mrs. May 
Green Wilcox, Mrs. Arthur Alexander, Mrs. Kathrine Smith Bald- 
win and Mrs. Edna (Whitney) Kelley Scott solicited the priceless 
relics which were loaned by the descendants of the missionaries. A 
small entrance fee for the benefit of ‘‘The Friend’’ was charged, 
and this committee, with Mrs. Emma Lyons Doyle, Mrs. Della Bish- 
op Shaw, Miss Charlotte Hall, Miss Julia Ella Snow, Miss Maria 
Forbes and others, were kept busy entertaining guests throughout 
the week, explaining exhibits and interesting them in the history of 
old Hawaii. 

There were about two dozen mission families represented, some 
through several branches of the genealogical tree. Some families’ 
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sent in one lone treasure, very precious, and from others came many 
relics, but when all were brought together into their original envi- 
ronment, the effect was wonderful. Visitors passed slowly through 
the rooms, listening to stories that clung to each article displayed, 
and especially were the descendants of the missionaries carried 
back through many years to the time of their grandparents. 

Perhaps the most valuable exhibit was that of ex-Governor G. 
R. Carter, who had many rare articles exhibited in a glass case, and 
others framed and hung by himself on the walls. Among them were 
old books—nine bound volumes, one being bound in tapa and one in 
cardboard cover; three numbers of early newspapers not bound, an 
autograph of the Earl of Sandwich, a sample of tapa, a piece of 
quilt made for Mrs. L. F. Judd with the signature of Mary K. 8i- 
gourney, and twenty-one engravings—one of the ‘‘Morning Star,’’ 
one of King Kamehameha II. and his Queen, drawn by J. W. Gear, 
and nineteen Copper-plate engravings made at Lahainaluna High 
School, 1833-1843, under the direction of Rev. Lorrin Andrews. 

From the Gulicks came a number of these same engravings, 
given to Dr. Halsey Gulick and carried by him, probably to Micro- 
nesia, certainly to Japan, and left to his son Rev. Sidney Gulick, 
and thence sent through Miss Julia to the Cousins’ Society; a clock, 
still keeping good time after all these years, a shell-shaped dish, 
glass sugar-bowl and salt-cellars, spoon and butter-knife handed 
down from Revolutionary times, and a_ tortoise-shell comb given 
by Kaahumanu. 

From the Whitney family, a cup and saucer was loaned by Mrs. 
Edna Kelley Scott, and by Miss Clare Kelley a low sewing-chair 
which came on the Thaddeus in 1820, and was used by Mrs. Mercy 
Whitney, Mrs. H. M. Whitney, and Mrs. Helen Kelley; and during 
the residence of the family on the Coast, it occupied an honored 
nook in Mother Castle’s sanctum. 

The Bishops, through Mrs. Arthur C. Alexander, sent two hair- 
cloth rockers, one large and the other smaller, that always stood, 
as at this time, side by side in the Bishop home; also a high-backed 
comb and a door-plate, and Mrs. Della Bishop Shaw added spoons 
and a porringer, from the Bishop relics. 

From the Bingham treasures, Mrs. Lydia Bingham Coan sent the 
neat, comfortable rocking-chair made by Father Bingham from drift- 
wood soon after their arrival in 1820, and used by Mother Bingham 
throughout her sojourn here and on her voyage around Cape Horn 
in 1841, and from its sacred arms she passed away in 1848. In this 
chair was rocked the child who afterward translated the entire 
Bible into the Gilbertese tongue, gave the natives a dictionary and

school-books and taught them to read. By the side of the chair was 
the melodeon used by Mr. and Mrs. Hiram Bingham in all their 
work on the Gilbert Islands. A wooden doll, made by Father Bing- 
ham for his little daughter, still cherished by her, and a top, a 
needle-book, a child’s apron, a tortoise-shell comb and a miniature. 

From the Parker family, through Mrs. May Green Wilcox, was 
loaned a painting of the Kaneohe home, two sheets of home-spun 
linen, a calash worn by Mother Parker, a tea caddy two hundred 
years old, a pewter teapot, a hand-bell used to call the people to 
church, waffle-irons, bellows and a tortoise-shell comb. 

Father Clark’s cane and the watch he used during all his mission 
work on the Islands, were loaned by his son, Dr. A. B. Clark; and 
his daughter, Mrs. O. H. Gulick, brought a box that came with her 
mother around Cape Horn in 1828. 

Father Bond’s accordion was loaned by his son, E. C. Bond. 

From the Andrews’ homestead, besides the engravings given by 
his son, R. W. Andrews, and by Miss Gulick, and those loaned by 
G. R. Carter, there was a glass candlestick protector loaned by L. A. 
Thurston. 

Mrs. Ann Dimond Stangenwald sent in a number of daguerreo- 
types. These were of kings and princes, and views of old Hawaii, 
and all these she donated to the Society. Many other daguerreo- 
types were loaned, pictures of missionaries and family groups, all 
collected, carefully exhibited, and returned by Mrs. Caroline Castle 
Westervelt. 

From the Cooke family, through Mr. and Mrs. A. F. Cooke, came 
the first sewing-machine ever brought to these islands, a drip-stone 
filter, and a group photograph of the Cooke family. These were 
given to the Society. Also through Mrs. Mary Atherton Richards, 
there came a leg of the first piano used in Honolulu, made of rose- 
wood. 

The Castle list is quite a long, interesting one. A settee over six 
feet long, a bureau, a sewing-chair and silver spoons, were loaned by 
W. R. Castle; a mirror by Mrs. Harriet Castle Coleman; and a bu- 
reau, a quaint well-preserved secretary, a green rocking-chair, a 
homespun blanket, white tapa, white china teapot, white plates and 
silver spoons, all well-preserved, with a Micronesian mat used at the 
old homestead, a mat of banana fibre, a net made of olona, and a 
royal calabash. These were all loaned by Mrs. Caroline Castle Wes- 
tervelt. 


The Halls, through Mrs. Ada Jones Gartley, exhibited a quaint 
silver cake-basket and a beautiful family miniature. 
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From the Emersons, through Dr. N. B. Emerson, was shown a 
choice miniature, and a butter-knife won by Mother Emerson at an 
agricultural fair, for her choice butter. Through J. 8S. Emerson was 
shown a thimble belonging to his mother, having engraved on it 
her mother’s initials; also the christening robe she made for her son 
Joseph in 1843, used later at his son Oliver’s christening. 

The Alexanders, through Mrs. Henry Alexander, contributed a 
drop-leaf sewing table, and through Mrs. A. C. Alexander a circular 
koa table made by Father Green. 

The Lowell Smiths were represented by Mother Smith’s rocker ; 
the Coans by a beautiful large blue platter, now belonging to Mrs. 
W. L. Moore, and D. Howard Hitchcock loaned a painting of Haili 
Church. 

Mother Thurston’s precious plaid silk dress, given her by Kaahu- 
manu before 1830, was sent in by her granddaughter, Mrs. Lucy 
Taylor Winne; also a high-backed comb; and another granddaugh- 
ter, Mrs. Clara Benfield Smith, had on exhibition a collection of old 
blue Canton Chinaware, willow pattern. 

From the Lyons family, through Mrs. Emma Lyons Doyle, were 
sent in a Hawaiian hymn book containing the hymns of her grand- 
father, ‘‘The Bard of Hawaii’’; a ‘‘meditation chair’’ used in a 
room at Waimea set apart for private devotions; a cane that accom- 
panied Father Lyons in all his pedestrian expeditions about his large 
and rugged parish; a patchwork quilt, a home-spun counterpane ; 
and Miss Marcia Smith’s green trunk used at Punahou as a stool of 
repentance. There had also been given the Society, by Mrs. Lizzie 
Lyons Hay, a carved koa bedstead, a parlor chair and two flags 
—the Hawaiian and American flags that floated over the mountain 
village of Waimea, Hawaii, after every Union victory during the 
Civil War. 

Through W. O. Smith was exhibited the long settee used by his 
father’s patients at Koloa, while waiting to tell their ‘‘manao’’ and 
‘*drink the medicine’’ he gave them. 

Dr. Gerrit Judd’s medicine chest and cases of surgical instru- 
ments were loaned by Dr. James Judd, his grandson. Mrs. Kinau 
Wilder sent a soap-dish that came on the Parthian in 1828, and an 
original hair-cloth rocking-chair. From A. F. Judd came an en- 
graving of Boki and Liholiho. Mrs. Swanzy brought a gold watch- 
fob that had been given to Dr. Judd, and a rich silk dress made for 
a little girl. Miss Agnes Judd brought a bureau, a four-post single 
koa bedstead with its furnishings, two straight chairs, Dr. Judd’s 
ivory-headed cane, and a number of other things; and Mrs. D. How- 
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ard Hitchcock contributed a mahogany pier table, and the lantern 
used by Dr. Judd when hiding for two weeks, for political reasons, 
in the tomb of Kaahumanu. 

From the Chamberlains, through the Misses Forbes, came a paint- 
ing of Father Chamberlain, a tablespoon given to Father Chamber- 
lain by Kaahumanu when she lay dying, a wooden doll and doll’s 
cradle made by him for his children, a pink baby dress worn by 
Mattie Chamberlain, a brass candlestick, a copy of an old paper, the 
Polynesian, a silhouette of the Chamberlain family, a brass-studded 
trunk, a cane-seated high-backed rocking chair, a log-cabin quilt 
and another patchwork quilt, a child’s chair, samplers, spoons and 
forks, a meat-safe, a drop-leaf dining table with carved legs, and a 
sewing-table; through Mr. W. W. Chamberlain, a koa footstool, and 
through Mr. H. W. Chamberlain a large platter and a koa dining 
table. 

There were articles also loaned by the Hawaiian Board—a Testa- 
ment owned by Kaahumanu, a ‘‘Print of the 4 Hawaiian Youths,’’ 
and other things. 

On one table in the office were arranged, under glass, letters 
from forty missionaries, with their signatures. On another table 
were letters from Lot (Kamehameha V.) and other princes, to their 
teacher, Mr. A. S. Cooke, sent in by Mrs. Mary Atherton Richards. 

The Presentation, ‘‘A Missionary Sewing Circle,’’ by James K. 
Wilder, given on Feb. 20, 1914, was a marked success. The text, in 
full, is found in the Annual Report of 1908, and the parts were 
taken by the Misses Ethel Damon, Laura Atherton, Emily Farley, 
Frances Bindt and Ruth Shaw, and Mrs. Marion Dillingham Erd- 
man. The Princess, Miss Martha Kahookano, and her attendants, 
all from Kawaiahao Seminary, deserve great praise. The acting 
was good and the whole scene very realistic. The play was given 
at the rear of the Old Mission Home, between that and the vine-clad 
coral kitchen, and the audience were seated on the lawn. A plat- 
form was built in front of the stage, between trees and draped with 
flags, ferns and ilima wreaths, on which sat the guests of honor, 
Queen Liliuokalani, Gov. Pinkham, Admiral Moore and General 
Macomb.
